Senators onely to beftow the Confulfhip, the 
foucraignticin warres ,thc fuprcmacieinftr 
perftitious offices, according to their fancic 
and aflfedion,to call Senates at their pleafure, 
to conuocafcaflemblies when it Teemed beft 
for their owneprofite, and to haue power of 
life and death vpon the bodies of their fellow 
citizens,& the people to liue like their (laues, 
being barred and reftrained from marrying 
\yith the daughter ofanic Senatour, as if that 
pray had bene too high for fo low a wing, and 
being held in fuch difdaincand difreputatioh 
commpn fellowfhip and mutual! focictic 
Avas denicjd them, which was jndeede not to 
liujs like free men in a citie, blit like Villaines 
and bondmen in a wainfeot prifon, and like 
fillie birds in a golden cage: but when after 
r Iong experience they had found, that Winter J 

fucceededfommer, & that the withered wel¬ 
fare oftheir citie could not be reuiued with¬ 
out fome fortunate.fpring: to the intent that | 

moderation might be induced, and that the f' 

meaner fort might beare foriic ftroke with 
^cniighuer, that the people might enioy the 
/Wccte ofthc citie as well as the fathers, they

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procured a new office entituled the Tribuner 
fhip, whereby they might prote&themfclues 
as with a Ihield againft the arrogant endeuors 
and outragious decrees of the Senatours,and 
the the fellowfhip of mariage was brought in 
with the Senate,which before was prohibited 
the people, as, if they had bene ftained with 
fome cotagious iandife,or infe&cd with fome 
dangerous lcprofie,2nd their fuffrage was the 
made neceflarie to the ele&ion of officers^ 
which before was as rare in that comon-weale 
as a white skin in Ethiopia. The people ha- 
uing thus credcd their power,did by degrees 
more and more enhaunce it, till by many al¬ 
terations it was turned from an Ariftocracie, 
from the rule of them that were manie and 
mightie,toa plaineand vifible Democracie 
or eftate popular, adminiftred by thevoyccs 
ofthe multitude and magiftrates, and by the 
vnited confent ofthe whole corporatio.Now 
when the people had by continuall incroclr 
ments affumed and foafod into their handes 
the giuing and beftowing ofthe greater offi ¬ 
ces, as the Confulfhip, that ftrong tower of 
the Scnatous authorise, and befides that the 
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Di&atorfhip, the Cenforfhip , the warlike 
Empire,the pricftly dignitic,and many other 




ly belong to the Peeresof Rome, and now 
there wanted nothing to m ake their power e« 
quail>butonely thatPlcbifcitcs, thatis, de¬ 
creed made by die people, fhould binde the 
greater powers, as well as the people them- 
felues, fro which at that lime the whole com- 
panie ofthe Nobles were exempted. There¬ 
fore to make them generally and of like force 
againft all,they wreftedfrom the fathers after 
much bufineffe, the law Hortenfia, by which 
it was enacted t(iat in euery important matter 
(dicpfeople fhould be equally intcrcftcd with 
.’the Senate, and that the lawes fo made and 
ratified by them, fliould ftretch as well to the 
Senators, as to the people themfelues. After 
that; the common-wcalc was brought to this 
good and temperate conftitution, many pro- 
Stable lawes were cftabli(hed,many victories 
followed, many .cities bowed vnto them,ma¬ 
nic monarchies fued for their fauour , manic 
tyrants feared their puiflance, & manic coun- 
4rcys dreaded their inUafion.i hen there flou- 

m rifhed 
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rillied in Rome moft admirable examples of 
abftinencie,modeftie,iufticc, fortitude, and 
which, was the feale of their fecuritie, an Vni- 
uerfallvnitieand agreement. Thenthefamc 
of their Curij, their Cpruncani, their Fabritij,, 
their Metelli, their Fabij, their Marcelli, their 
Scipioes, their Pauli, their Lepidi,did ring in 
the world,whofc great magnanimitie & wife- 
dome in the tumult of warres , together with 
their fingular temperance, and loyaftie in the 
calme ofpeace,is to be wondred at ofaJI,and 
of all to be reuerenced. But when cither the 
Senate or people did pafte the lifts and limits 
ofajquall regiment, the ancient and yertuous 
orders of the citie were immediatly troden 
ynder foote, and their good and laudable cu- 
ftomes were encoiintred and put to flight by 
diftohite and ynbridled enormities i.then the 
Afiaticall triumphs did incorporate into the 
citie a womanifh wantonnefte, then proude 
ambition mounted her plume ofdifdaine vp- 
pon the top of the Capitolle,then their exceA 
hue pride and iouiffance for, their victories 
had againft Pyrrhus, for their coqucft ofCar- 
thage, fortheouerthrowof Philip,.Pcrteus* 
' B 3 
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Antiochus, mightic kings,for the winning of 
Spaine,Sicilie, Sardinia, Illyria, Macedonia; 
and Greece,being as yet frefh in their memo¬ 
ries, wereasbellowesto puffevptheirfwel- 
ling humours. The there fucceeded a difmall 

difeord,which beginning when the edate was 
at the highed,didnotend or expire,till it fell 
to the lowed ebbe,fticking fad in the lands of 
agrieuous defblation. If a man will retrofpe- 
diucly mcafure the fpace offormertimes, & 
the whole compafle of ycares, wherein the 
fortunes of the Romanes were by God his 
hand turned about, he fhall finde that all the 
weight of their affaires,before the incohation 
ofthe Empire of Augudus, may be difperfed 
into fixe ages$ wherof the fird containing the 
number of fiftie yeares, was fpent in the ma¬ 
king of a townejfor that gorgeous feate which 
Romebuijt. nowe we call Rome, was then but a plot of 
ground, to whicl) houfes were wanting, but 
afterward a great multitude of Latinc & Tuf- 
cane fhepheards, together with Phrygians & 
Arcadians, flowing to that place, as to a tem¬ 
ple rcuereUccd by pilgrims and trauellers,the 
common-weale was compared of thefe fe- 

ucrall 
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ticrall people, as a bodie ofdiuerfe elements/ 
Romulus the founder oftheir citic & empire, 
did delight wholly in mountaines, riuers, 
woods, tnarifhes and wades, playingperhaps 
theefpiall, to difeouer and find out in what 
place it were bed to ere&acitie,andhowto 
conuey things neceffarie vnto it, and how to 
adorne it with continual increment and addi¬ 
tion of demeifnes j to fuch imaginations the 
fields and places dcfolatc were mod accor- 
j dant, and to his fauage focietie this pra&ifc of 

\ lifewas mod acceptable. 

The fecond age which chalengeth other 
| fiftie yeares, did ingender in them working 
I fpirits and loftie cogitations,which eneagred 

; and inflamed their mindes, againdthe confi- 
} ners & borderers: then it fird began to beare 
the countenance and lhape of a kingdomc, 
which was after enlarged to the fhore ofthe 
Midland and Adriaticke Teas, which they ra¬ 
ther vfed as bridges to other nations, then as 
bounders to their owne. 

I The third age whofe deps were an hundred 
and fiftie ye.ares,was the crowne and confum- 
mation oftheir kingdome, in which whatfoer 
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ucr was done was done by the for the pompe, 
gldric and magnificence ofthatbffate: as yet 
the Romane pride Was in her blad e,and in the 
tendcrnefie of her minoritie, this threefold 
age was fpent vnder fcUen kings, differing by 
fatall prouidence in the difpofition of their 
nature, as the frame and condition ofthat 
common-wealc did cfpecially require: for 
who was euer more fierce and ardent then 
grciSgh*.

t The fourth age was as it were the youth of 
the Romane monarchic, when the flower of 
theirproweffe beinggreene,and the bloud of 
their,mindes bloffoming in their frees and 
armeSjthe lhephcardly fauageneffe did as yet 
breathe foortl .1 the rcliques of an vndaunted 
ftomacke.T hen flourifhed thefe Romane ha-? 
zards,and miraclesCocles,Sceuola,Cloretia, 
which chronicles do therefore witneffe, that 
pofferitie may wonder. Then were the Tuf- 
canes repulfed and the Latines and Volfcias 
daily.and deadly enemies, yanquillied by the 
triumphant husbandman L. Quintius Ciir Thc f Jie . 
cinnatus, which war he ended within fifteene war of Cin. 
day es, as if he had made haff to returnc to his cinnam *‘ 
tillage. Then were ouercomc the Vientines, 
the Falifcians, and the Fidenates: then the 
Gallesa couragious nation , vfing their bo¬ 
dies for armour,in allrefpe&s fo terrible,that 
they might feeme to be borne for the death 
of men, and deftrudion of cities, were vt- 
terly vanquifhed: then were ouercome the

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Sabinesand Samnitcs wafting and difpoiling 
ofScfpwiL the fields of Campania, being the goodlieft 
plot, the Diamond-fparke and the hony-fpot 
of all Italic: there is no land more temperate 
.for aire, for it hath a double fpring-tide: no 
foilc more fertile, and therfore it is called the 
combat of Bacchus & Ceres,no region more 
hofpitable in regard of the fca, here be the 
noble hauensCaieta, Mifenus, & the health** 
full bathes Lucrine and Auerne, the refting 
places of the fea. Here the mountaincs clad 
with vines Gaurus,Falernus,Maffitus,andthe 
firie hill Vefurius: here the famous citie Ca¬ 


pua third filler to Rome and Carthage doth 
imperioufly ftand. They begirt Samniu with 
warre and bloud on all Tides, till they had rui¬ 
nated her verie ruines , and reuillcd in her 
bowels, and twelue fcuerall nations of Tuf 
cana waging hote and furious battell againft 
them, in fuch fort and terrible maner, as if 
darts had bene throwne at the Romans from 


thccoulds, were likewife fupprefled. In this 
age happened the Tarcntine warre, in w hich 
ISmJni. the armie of Pyrrhus continually flaying was 
continually flaine,and reuenge did Hue in the 

death 
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death of the Romanes: fo that Pyrrhus did 
thinkchimfelfe to be borne vndcr Hercules 


his ftarre, who hauing cut off the feuen heads 
ofHydra, feuen other did fpring vp,But from 
this Captaine the Romanes plucked fuch 
fpoiles, that neuer fairer were caried in tri¬ 
umph. For before this day nothing paffed in 
triumph, but the heards of the Volfcian cat- 
tell, and the flocks of the Sabine (heepc, the 
broken wagons of the Gaules, & the crufhed 
harneffe of the Samnitcs: but in this triumph* 
if you refpeft the prifbncrs, they were Molof. 
fians,TheflaIians, Macedonians, Brutians* 
Apulians, Lucans: if you regard the pompe* 
it wasgold, purple, curious pi&ures, tablets, 
and the delights ofTarentum. Next to this 
was the vi&orieof the Pifani andSalentini: 


this age (hewed her force the fpacc of two 
hundred and fiftie yeares. 

Then followed the fifth age, in which the 
bodie of the common- wealc grew to great 
ftrength, the ioints and finewes being by ma¬ 
ture foliditie fetled in firme eftate. T herefore 
the conquering nation hauing now attained 
to the verie manhood ofmanlinefte,and dif-

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played her ftanderd round about the (ides of 
Italic^ to the skirts of the fea, pawfed a litle,as 
a great fealefire , which confuming all the 
woods and groucs in the way that it gocth , is 
abrupted and put out of courfe by a floud co¬ 
ining betvveene. Butfoone after feeing a rich 
pray on the other fide of the fea, fuppofing it 
to be a peece of gold pulled from her mafic, 
they did fo vehemently defire the fame, that 
becaufe it could not be ioyned vnto their do¬ 
minion by bridges for the interruption of the 
fea, therefore they refolued to ioyne it by 
fwofd and battcli: and fo was Sicilia fubdued 
by the Roitaimes, whi^h was the caufe and 0- 
rigihall ofthe firfi: Carthaginian warre, which 
^ the warres of the Ligurians, Infubrians and 
The begin- Illyrians did follow:ahd after the fecond Car- 
fccondCtr- thaginian warre,fo dangerous and bloudie to 
iiiigimavvcr.jhc Romanes, that ifa man comparethe lofle 
ofboth nations,they which did conquer,were 
more likc.to perfons conquered. For it grie- 
ucd that noble brood, and valiantpeople of 
Carthage to be abridged ofthe fea, depriued 
ofthe Hands, to pay tribute, and to vndergo 
not onely the bridle,but the yoke: to this age 

muft 
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muft be afcribed'thc circuit of one hundred 
yeares, which may be termed the golden age 
ofthe Romanes ,& the firfi: age in which they 
(hewing their ftreamers on each fide ofthe 
Ocean, did tranfpoi t their warres into all na - 
tions ofthe world, in whole yeares the Ro¬ 
manes were honeft, religious, iuft,fmcere,ver- 
tuous, and dutiful!. . ;

of Drufgs, of Marius, Sylla and others were 
mingled and cnterlarded: how mournefull a 
fpe&acle was it, that they fought the fame 
time withfellowes in,league,with fellowes in 
the citie,with bondmen, twich fencers' ^iall the 
Senate; afterward, contending,and being: in 
I hurliburly wichitfelfe? Thdfcicimesreceiucd' 

f °fthc other ages an exquifite coqimo wealey 
as it were a curious pi&ure, which aftermil- 
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dring and decaying by age,they did not only 
neglc&'to renew, with the fame colours, but 
they alfo forgot to pteferue the outwardc 
forme and lineaments thereof, for what re¬ 
mained of the auncient maners, which were 
both vnufed and vnknowne: for by their re¬ 
cent vices they loft the common-weale in 
fa&, and in name retained it. How lamenta¬ 
ble was the face of things at that inftant? when 
cucric man confufcdly being found in the 
field, in the ftrcctes, in townes, in houles, in • j 
high waies, in markets,in temples, in beds,fit- I 
ting at the table or in the porch,was fuddcnly I 
and fauagely murdered? what howlings were | 
thereof them that died ? what tcares of them I 
that Iiued,and beheld this? Thecaufcofthefe | 
miferies was-too great profperitie. What J 
made the people fo earned to extort the 
lawes of fields and corne, but veric famine 
procured by 1 riot on the one part, and couc- 
toufiieflc on the other ? for fuch was the lauifli 
mif-fpending exceftiue vianding of fome, 

tliat it can hardly.be defined * whether more | 
did perifh by the blade or by the banquet,and J 
fuch againe was the couctoufnefie, &grcedie \ 

exading \ 
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exacting of others, that none can iudicially 
decide, whether the Romanes were more en¬ 
damaged by the enemie in time of warre, or 
by the vfurer in peaceable feafons. Hence 
grew the two ciuil broiles of the Gracchi, and 
that of Saturninus being the third, and that of 
Prufus being the fourth, who maintained the 
Senate againft the Knightsiand for the further 
abetting and auow of this quarell, he promi- 
fed the freedome of the Citie to diiierfe Ita¬ 
lians animated to this attempt, fo that in one 
Citie there was asmuchdifcord asin two fe- 
ucrallcampcs. This bred the Italian warre, Thc Ita,i * n 
becaufe promife was not perfourmed. And 
next enfued the warre of Mithridatcs, feeing 
the Ramans on each fide intangled with gar- t,1c Romans, 
boiles, which prefently bred the enmitie be¬ 
twixt Marius and Sylla, when Marius would 
haue deuefted Sylla of his GeneraHhip giuen Thcconteu- 
him by the Scnatfor the oppugnation of Mi- 
thridates. Thefe two gaue Mithridates cnco- 
ragement, by leauing the ribbes ofthe com- 
weale naked and open vnto him, Marius led 
anarmie, ambition led Marius: ambition I 
fay ingendred by riches, did raifecontention 
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betwixt them : From this the warre of Serto- 
rius and Pompey had his original!, whereof 
the one was proferibed by Sylla, the other 
prote&ed/Por Pompey was accomptcd Syl- 
laes minion or fauorite, whom he therefore 
called Magnus, that him felfe might feeme 
greater, being the Saint v horn Pompey fer- 
ucd. • Sylla wa c cruell in reuenging crueltie, ' 
and his medicine was worfe then the maladie 
it felfe. This ftirred the diflention of Lepidus 
and Catu!us,whereof theone would hauera^ 
tified,the : other reuerfed, alhhe a&sof Sylla, 
Then Catiline whom; his Iuft occafioned by 
Syllaes'indulgence brought to beggar ic , op- 
pofed him felfe to the ConfuI$;Then Pompey* 
entred the lifts, as a follower of Sylla, \vho ob¬ 
tained excellent dignitiein thefe times, but 
ciuill,and fuchasrhe regular courfc of that 
common* wcalc did affoord, whofe power & 
authoi iti e C x far could not tollcr at e, bccaufc 
he could not match it:which notwithftanding 
he being ouercome and flainc, Cxfav paFfed 
and tranfeended j But wherr this vfiirper had 
bleached the floorc ofthe Senate houfe with 
his ownc bloud, who before had ouerflowed 

and 


466ke, if 
/ofld , with the crim- 
fdh §bare of m6ft admirable men, the com- 
mbmwealedid feeme to haue rolled her felfe 
irttb tlie ftate of her priflinate libertic, aud it 
had returned viito the fame, if either Pompey 
had riot left fonncs,or Csefar had not made an 
heire j or , which was worfe , if Antbniusthc 
thunder-dart of furie had not furuiued, being 
once colleague with C xfar in theConfulfliip, 
now fucceflor of his vfurpation. But while 
Pompeys fonne ftriueth for the honor of th,c 
name,; the lea ratlethwith armour: whileft 
O&auius reuegeth the death of hisadoptiue 
father, Theffalie is againe made the bafis of 
tents andpauillions , and all Europe and Af* 
frickegrpneth vncler the weight of iron, whi- 
left Antonius in the habit of his mind diucrle 
and difcoloured, doth cither difdaine O&a- 
uiiisor doate vponCIeopatra,whofe beautic 
if he could haue exceeded by his chaftitie,liis 
fhame fliould not haue blazed like a beacon 
at this day in the eyes ofpofteritie,but he had 
won the garlad of c6qucft,not meriting more 
then triumph. The armie ofO&auius hailing 
flainePompeis fbnne,didinhim flay enmity, 
. D 
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and Caflius being ouercomc byfight, Brutus 
by defpaire, they did extirpate faction . Yet 
Antonius hot chalenging part with ariie, but 
principalitie ouer all, imagining that he wan¬ 
ted no kingly thing faue onelya kingdomc, 
remained as a rocke orgulfe in the mouth of 
* the haue, whom he with fome labor fubdued. 

And, as in the y earcly conuerfion of the hea- 
uen$,it coitimcth to paflc,that the ftarres log¬ 
ged together do murmure and threaten tem- 
peft, fo with the alteration of the Romane 
Rate * before Oitauius founded his Monar¬ 
chic, the whole globe ofthe earth with ciuill 
and forraine warre, with fight on fea and land 
"Was terribly (hakcn.But the accidents and oc¬ 
currences of thefe laft hundred andtwentie 
y eares, in the fequele ofthis hiftorie (hall be, 
ifGodfauotir thefelines,more particularly & 
^ ] f diftindly reported . The firft that made the 
»hc former Romanes mightie was the former Scipio that 
iopio. fcourged AfTrica with continuall warresand 
vexations, and in the end fubdued it: the firft 
that made them wanton and effeminate, was 
Tlicprowcfie the later Scipio, by whom Carthage was fub: 
ucrted,yet not by his fault,but by the cafualty 

' of 
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ofthe time* For when the riuall and enuious 


an hungrie gorge fed on the poifonfull baites 
of bitter fweete ambition,following wantons 
like wildehorfcs, and addicted to pleafureas 
their onely paragon, the auncicnt gouernc- 
ment of the Citie was vtterly forfaken, the 
watchings ofthecampe were 1 ended vpon 
bcds ofdowne, their heauic armour was tur¬ 
ned to light and fafhionable attire, and the 
wonted bufineffeof the Citie waschaunged 
intoidleneflFcv Then did Scipio Nafica build 
porches intheCapitolle, then did Metellus 
threaten the heaues with haughtie buildings, 
the did Cn.O&auiuserc&amoftfumptuous 
forefront, & then did the riot of the C omons 
imitate the magnificence ofthe nobles.In the 
middefi: ofthis delicate iolitie, when the Ro¬ 
manes were now in the ruffe of their pride, a 
grieuousand dcfpitefull warre wasraifed in 
Spaitre by Viriathus of Luficania, a notable ViriatluJ3sin 
theefe & ringleader to a multitude ofrogues, {SS! 1 ’* 5 
which hong a long time in fufpence:but in the 

D a 


i eloufie of the Carthaginian glory, was by his 
matchlefle vi&oriefinally determined, the 
Romanes did fodainly degenerate, and with by profpci ity 
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end when Viriathus was Rainc, ratherbythe ! 
couinethcn courage ofScruilius Caepio,a 
greater danger enfued, namely the warreof 
the Numantines. ThecitieofNumantiadid 
neuer affoord armour to any more, then ten 
thoufand citizens at one battel]; but either 
through the fiercenefle of their nature, orthe 
default of the Romane captaines, or the in* 
dulgence of fortune, they brought Pompey 
the RrR ofthe Pompeys that was Confull, a 
ma of note & fame to moft fhameful leagues, 

& Mancinus HoRilius,toadeteflabIctruce, 
which vpon a remorce ofminde, and change 
ofopinion y againft the law of Armes, and to 
thegreat diferedit of the Romanes, he after¬ 
ward brokeibiit Pompey efcaped vnpuniflied 
by fauour, Mancinus was punilhed by fliame. 
For he was caried and tranfpoited by the Ro- 
mane Heraulds vnto the,Numantines, his j 
hands being manacled, and fo was dcliuered j 
vp into the enemies power, whom they refu- j 
fed to receiue, faying that a publique breach j 
of promife was not to be punilhed by the j 
bloydofoneman. ThisyecldingvpofMan- j 
c inus into the enemies hands,did caufe in the ! 
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cities. perillpus and pernicious diffenfion. 

For Ti,Gracchus the fonne ofthe,right noble Jm.crac-* 
man Ti. Gracchus, whofe mother was the cIuis * 
daughter of Scipio Affricanusf, by vvhofe 
meanes and authority that reprochful league 
was made, taking it grieuoufly that any; thing 
which he didihould be difcountenanced,and 
fearing himfelfe the danger cither of the like 
punilhmentor of the like judgement ,;beitig 
at thatitirac Tribune ofthe people , In life in* Tbepmifcof 
nocent,' in wit ptegnary,and in purpofe guilt- Tl,Graccluis 
lefle: and furthermore adorned with fo great 
vertues, ais cither nature could affoord, cr in- 
duftric could perfect.,; orumhS ftailtiecould 
containe. P.Mutius Sequoia,and L.Calphu^ 
nius being Confuls fell from vertue to vice, £ucd! S fir> 
and extreme villanie: and hailing: promife'd vem,c : 
vpon a diflolutefancie, that he woiild enfran> 
chife and receiue into the Citic anie ljtaiian 

whofoeuer, turned all things into a conrrarie 
Rate, mingled vertues with vice* lasy.es with 
luft, and brought the common-wealc into an 
headlong and hideous danger. Oftauius his 
fellow in office,who Rood againftih'im for the ATrailratc 
comon good,he put from his place,& created lirft made in 
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anew (late in Rome entitled a Treuirateor 
Triarchies that is the rule of threemen, who 
were called rreuiri,him fclffor one,his father 
The famine * n ^ aw VVppius who had bin Cg(uI for another 
ofscvioNa. and C. Gracchus ,his brother for the third. At 
that time flouriflved P.Scipio Nafica,nephew 
to him, who was iudged of the Senate in his 
lifetime to be the beftofthe Romanes,fonne 
to that Scipio who purchafed great praife for 
; his good demeanor ill the Cenfodhip, ne- 
' phew two degrees femoued to Cn. Scipio a 
man highly cbmmcnded, vnclc to Scipio M- 
, niilianbs'JWhofe commendation licth iirbis 
name;'thik Scipio Nafica thogh he were near** 
ly linked in kindred to Tiberius Gracchus, 
yet preferring his countrey before his kin- 
scrjiioNan-dredjthinkingnothingpriuatelycomodious 
himfSfc'to whiCh wa$'norpiib!iklyconuenient, (landing 

Gracchus, it] th^higher partoftheCapitolIe, exhorted 
all the Romanes, which defired the fafetie of 
the cornmon-weaie,to follow him,vp6 which 
words the Nobles, the Senate * and the grea*- 
ter and better part ofthcRomanc knights did 
« riinne fuddenly vpon Gracchus, {landingin 
the floofebf the Gapitolle with his adhercts, 
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and euen then conlpiring with a frequent af- 
femblie of new-come Italians, lie thereupon 
flying and running downe the hil whereupon 
the Capitollewas founded , his head being 
cruflied as he was running downe,with a frag¬ 
ment of one of the boordes which was in the 
Senate houfe,did fodainly end his life, which Jh]?™ cdm 
he might hauc enioyed with great honor and 
quietneffe. 

This broile and hapleffc diffention was the 
firft confpiracy in which ciuil bloud was (lied, 
and the firft difpenfation of drawing fwordcs 
within the walles: after that time right was 
opprefted by violence, and the mightier man 
was accompted the better , the quarels of 
citizens that were wont to be cured by com** 
promife and agreement , were now decided 
by (word and bloudihed,and warres were not 
followed according to thegoodnefte of the 
caufe, but according to tliegreatnefle of the 
pray. B ut it was no maruell, though this fmall 

beginning had fo great effed,and this odious 
fa&ion fo vrifortunate confequence, for ex¬ 
amples do not pawfe there where they begin, 
but being once receiued into a narrow (trait, 
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they make .way to themfelues, raunging and 
fpreadirig thcmfelues oucrthe bodie of the 
world,'and when men go once affray, they 
mind not how farre they go,thinking that no¬ 
thing can procure difhonefficto them, which 
hath brought profire to others. 

V Vhilcftthefe things were done in Italic, 
Scipio Affricanus of the houfe of £milius, 
who deftroy ed Cartilage, after many {laugh¬ 
ters of his enemies inrhe Numantine warre, 
sti io- ten keingnowe a g a hie madeConfull, was fent 
intoSpaine. backe into Spaine, where his courage and ! 
i fuccefle did match and a?quall his valure and 
fortune in Affricke, and within ayeare and 

Scipiotakcth t ^ ree monet ^ s aftcrhis comming thither, he 
Nimiamja. tooke Numantia, and caufed euerie flone to 
bethrowne to the ground, as a notable mo- • 
numentofa Romane vi&orie. There was ne- 
uer anie man ofanie name or nation, that by 
the facking of cities did more seternife his 
houfe or enlarge his gloric : for hauing roo¬ 
ted vp Carthage, he dcliucred the Romanes 
from fearc, and hauing razed Numantia, he 
dcliucred them from reproch. Being retur¬ 
ned into the Citie within a (hort time, after

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two ConfuIfhips,two vineries, and two no¬ 
table triumphs,he. was found dead inhUbed, Scipio found 
hisiaw bone being diffolueiknddiRofated; inhis 
There was no inquifition made afterward of 
the death of this inuincibie,Gaptaine;the bo¬ 
die of Scipio.was brought out into’theRrcete Sc jj ,i0!bDi, >' 
his head couered,by whofegreat labours and oucintothc 
warlike exploits,Rome lifted vp her.head o~ ftrcelcs * 
uer all the world,to the terrour and difmay of 
other cities and countreys. Hisdeath w4s*a$; 
the mod fay fatal.!, as fomefay cotifpired: his 
life doubthffewas of that fingular itie, that it 
was oucrcomc'.of non)anagloria, butonely 
hisgrandfathcrsiM . ) t . 

After the death of Ti. Gracchus , the fame 
fury and rage ofmind that poffeft him,entred?rdEift 8 
as it were by a kind of rranfmutation ihto his ,hc ftatc ' 
brother C.Gracchus, a man as like to Tibe- 
rius in his vertues as in his errour, who when 
wiih greatfacilitie and cafe ofmind he might 
haue bqne the prince ofthe Citie,and the ru^. 
ler ofthe Senate,tookc th&Tribuilclhip vpon 
him toraife tumults, ro licence fwords,and to 
reuiue difeord, to no other intent or purpofe 
but icithpr to rcuenge his brothers death , on

mother Cornelia asiyctliuing,a*vertuous and 
learned Ladicy who hauing nurtured andtrai- SeSeSfh« 
ned them vp in the ftudie oflearningand vef- 1 children, 
tuousdcmean.our^didpreatlybewaile jjthat 
her good endeuors had fo.bad fuceeffe y and 
that her two fonnes, whom nature pretended 
to be the folace ofher age ywe^ofolfpdainoly 
andfhamefully difgraced y that flue cbtildnot 
fee their bodies couered with earth , they, be¬ 
ing in moft dcfpitefull maner thfowneinto 
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-Tiber whofe mindciffic had furniihed and 
beautified withfuch cxceilet learning, fo was 
her ioy ouercome and furprifed with griefe, 
that ilie rnuft either loath her children, or elfe

In that tea# of time C. Marius wagi ng ba t- 
tailein Numidia agaitift lugurtha, who were 
both fellow fouldicrs and managed armes to¬ 
gether vrider Scipio Aflricanus, fent L. Sy.Jla 
his Qtiacftqr to Bocchus the King of the 
Morcs j to ti'cate and capitulate with him a- 
bout the taking of fugurth, whom by that 
meanc hc cnioyedyund being made the fc- 
cond time Confufl ,:in thei beginning of his 
ISonfulfliip and in the Calcndisof January, he 
brought I ugurth in triumph to Rome. The 
; CumbriansfcaTeutons at that time did caufe 
great daughter and manic maflacres of the 
Romanes in France ,'and hauingput to flight 
and difeomfited Caepio, Manlius,Carbo,and 
Silanus; they killed in fight Scaurus Aurelius 
:qne ofthe Confuis \ and other excellent men 
ofhrcmorable qualitics.Thc people of Rome 
dicinot thinks anic Generali fo fit to encoun- 
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ter thefe foes as C.Marius: & whiled he was 
inthefe warres, he was continually Confull, 

Ms third Confulthip he fpenc in warlike pre-c,Maiiu s im 
paration, thinking it not fufficientto hauenlfi^ 0 "" 
fouldiers, but to haue pradiled and skilfull 
fouldiersjtraining them by pettie skirmilhes, 
and encouraging the by the concjueft ofbafe 
townes, to more haughtic and valorous at¬ 
tempts ; his fourth Confullhip was fperita-^J^. 
bout the warres of Sextus, where he fought 
with the Teutons: and before that warrefini- 


{hed,he razed put ofthe world the whole pro- 
genie of theTeutons. In his fifth CorifuIlhipHis fifthco- 
he planted his fight betwixt the Alpcs and fulni,p * 
Rome, and in that battell Marius him felf be¬ 


ing Confull, and Q.Catulus Proconful^a for¬ 
tunate vidorie enfued, farre beyond the ex- Marius hi* 
pedationof the Romanes, andtheadmira-KbicShc 
tion of ftrangers, an hundred thouJand men[|jJc?mbS- 
beine brought into the power ofthe Romans inJ * 


By this vidorie Marius deferued, that Rome 
fliould not repent her felfc ! of his birth,nor re* 
quite his ads with rcproch. His fixth Confub 
fhip was giue him as the crowne of his merits, 
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' ycthc!s not to be defrauded of theglorie, 
which during this Confulihip did of right be- 
longvntohim, euenbytheconfeflion ofthe 
' nuious - Marius being the fixt rfmeConfuk 
Satununus °ne of the Tribunes ofthe peo. 
pie, did promulgate alawe, that what lands 
or demefnes Marius had gained in France by 
his expulfion of the Cimbrians from thence, 
Humid be equally parted & dcuided amongft 
the people of Rome, and that eucry Senator 
fhouldfweareto this, drinking to bind them 

by their oath from difpoffefling and difleiling 

thcpeople ofthefc alotmets and purparties. 
Q. Metfdlos aSenator,! againft whom Satur- 
himfeife a- ninushada burningftomacke,denied to ra* 
thatlawe by oath, wherupon he had day 
Mirim ft- fi UCn bimtoappeare beforethe Senate. For 
noureiiuhe Man us being wholly addi<2cd to pleafethe 

t'minui*’ peoplo in all things, which did not oppugne 
hisowneprofile, did greatly fauourthelaw.

This 
Saturninus was afterward made the third 
time Tribune,and becaufe he feared that C. 
Memmius,who at that time fued for the Co- 
fuKhip, woifld with maine force oppofe him¬ 
feife to his adions and enterprifes, he gathe* saturninus 
reda garrifon offouldiers,and caufed him to c ^^ 
be flaine. Marius prefently rowzing himfeife 10 bc flainc * 
for the puriilhmet and reuenge ofthis proud 
Tribune, and by Senatc-councell authorifed, 

* charged his bodie with harnefTc, and with' a 
troupe ofwarlike citizens befieged the Capi-c. Marius 
toll, which Saturninus arid the Prartbr GIan^^f c ^ toi; 
cias, together with Saufeius the Quaeftorhis 
adherents did hold as the caftle oftheirde- 
fence. But Marius cutting in peeces the con- 
duitj^pes, enforced them to yeeld, arid t6 
fubmit themfeliies promifing the life, liuing^u« c Sc 
and libertie j but when he had them in his po^ 0 0n d f [‘ r t) a i t0r * 
wer,he made hauocki? of them all leauing not 
. onealiuejthehoufe ofiSaturninus he razed^fjJ^^. 
from the loweft foundation. V Vhen the con- b / 

fpiracie Of Satumirius was appeafed, there' 
began bffrefe a -qUarell betwixt the Se- 
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natorsand M.Liuius Drufus a noble Gentle-, 
man, eloqueiifandmodcft, nature beinga«; 
bountifull vnto him, as fortune was iniuriousj 
he had alway.es* great defire to reftore the 
former honor to the Senate,and to transferre 
the iudiciall powerfrom thd Nobles: for they 
■ heingpofleftofthatauthoritiebythe Jaw of 
C.Gracchus,which is aboue mentioned, did 
pradife extreme and brutilh crueltie vppon 
manic excellent Senators and guihletfe Citi- 
Zens, and amongft the reft was flainc P. Ruti* 
litis, a man in that age incomparable: yetthe 
fortune of fortune of Drufits Was fitch, that he Was crof* 
Drufos. f c d an dconfronted by the Senate, in thofe 

matters which hemoued for the good & be- 
hoofe of the Senate, they cither not percei- 
uing, or noc willing to perceiuc, that though 

the petitions which Drufus made as Tribune, 
and as of dude he ought, founded and indeed 
tended to the* profitc of the people, yet his 
drift to be this, that thcpeople hauingleflcr 
things graunted them, might permit greater 
to the Senate, that Co giuing them a litlc the 
reync, the/might cnioy the fr uite of libertie, 
but yet might eafilybe plucked: in if ;thcre! 

were 
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wCreanie fearC of diforder: which was the 
orielymeane/to pifeferuevthedignitieofthe 
Senateahdto reftraine the humours of the 
people , but the eyes of the Senators were fo 
dazeled with enuie toward Drufus, With en- - 
mitie toward the people, 'andfelfe-loue to¬ 
ward their owiie per fons* that they did more 
allow the pernitious pra&ifes of the other 
Tribunes, then the dutifull meaning of Dru- 
fus: delpifing the reference wher with Drufus 
did alwayCs hondurthem,andyetdigeftingj 
the iniuries WhcrWith his fellow Tribunes did 
moleft them: which vniuft andabfurd dealing 
did euidently proceed from the gall of their 
enuie. Then this good Tribune hauing his 
mind furcharged with malcontentment, fee¬ 
ing, that his honeftpurpofe wasmaiicioufly 
peruerced,lacking patiece to beardhis griefe, 
and coiiftancie to perfeuere in his Commen¬ 
dable intents,refolued fodainly in a defperat ; 
paffion to maintaine thefa&ionof.the Grac¬ 
chi , to entertaineintb his hc.art rebellion* to 
fwarue from vor^up^tp, prdftrat.e biinfijjfc ta 
the violence of fortune*- and being garded 
witli a great multitude ofvnknpwnie foidiers. 
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who were fedirious Italians,whom Drufus la¬ 
boured to make free-men of the Eftateyhe 
thought to terrificihc eitie,but within a (here 
Dm fui i* * time he was flaine in his owne porch, his fide 
being pierced with a knife, which (heathed in

flames and perillous fealefire of the Italian 
warre,which becaufc it was mofl: dangeroufly 
begun and continuedj& withgveatdiificuhie 
quehched and ended, I thinke it not amide 
to make full dclcription thdreof, laying for 
my foundation the caufe-which moued the l- 
taliahs or Latinesto retioiefrom the Romans, 
and to breake: their faith before conftantly 
kept. But the caufes of things are fo fecrct & 
mifticall, being the mofl: remote ob’ieds, to 
which our vnderftandingmay afpire,that we 
may eafily be deceiued by difguifed and pre-; 
tenced reaforis j whilefl: we feeke for the true 
and eflential caufes. For to report things that 
be done-it is cafiel, becaufethe eycand the 
tongue may difpatch it, buttodifcouer and 
vnfoldthe caufesofthings,requirethbraine, 
foule , and the belt prowefle of mans nature, 
wherefore tb find outthe caufes ofthiswarre, 
diligence muftbe vfed. This warre is of dr 
ucrfe men diuerfly named,Tome terme it the 
Italian, lbme the Marfian, fome the Social! 
war: all whichhauefufficientre^fbn to make 
good their feucrall appellations. The Italian 
warre it was tearmed, because it wasraifed by

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fach fotliaws)^ as were in league with the R oil 
manes, which was theoccafion ofthe entcr- 
courreiofiinanicgood tumes and benefits bed 
twixtthem andmeRonVan'estfdrthough they 1 
did notinioy the liberties ofthc city of Rome 
in fuchlargcand amplemaner,astnedtiz.ens! 
orfreememof ;that Gitiepyct they polTefTed 
them in forre' goiter tbeafure, then others 
which:werc mcete ftraungers tothatEftate, 
and thatby the law offociciic, which to the; 
Romanes was alwayes facrcd and inuiolate v 
this warre therforc vpon their reuok was ter¬ 
med Socialc,as maintained by them who had 
contracted & eftablifhed a league of focictic. 
wL C r Jfir'n THc Marfiatn War i t was cklled 5 bcca ufc the fir ft 
commot * onwas attempted by theMarfians,a 
free people of Italic. T he caufe & the begin¬ 
ning of this war do in time greatly differ,for 
the caufehath a retro/ped to the firft times of 
the Romanc monarchic, wlien the people of 
Italic being greatly infefted and endamaged 
bythe coittinuall inuafions of the Romanes, 
dkhwatch oportunitie,and with ferious expe- 
dation attended ^ if by ante poflible meancs 
they, might requite thp; Romanes with the 
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like, and reebuer their auncicni rights and lu- 
rifdidionsy and at.onp inftant breake both 
the leagueand fhakc off the feare which they 
then had of the Romanes, and which.wasthe 
laftmarke of their enterprife,rather comaund 
theh condition with the Romanes. But as 
there is no euill without cxcufeyand no pre¬ 
tence without fome colour ofreafon, and no 
wiles can be! wanting to malicious & wrung? n ; 

ling witstherefore;an be pafioh was,fought 
for, whereby peace might be difiblucd, and 
difeofd warranted. Here now appeareth the 
error wherein Drufus was intanglcd.For they 
made him an inftrument or lute to draw vhro 
them the frce.vfc of the Romane liberties, 
which in truth they did neither greatly defirc, 
norftronglyhope for,butthey lookedfora 
repulfej and thought that would be a good 
occafionto ground their tumults vpon , and 
as it were a vaile for their leud endeuours: 
whereby it is euidentthat a$ the caufe of this 
warre is ancient, fo the beginning thereof is rhci . e Jf 
to be referred to the rcpulfe of Drufus, which iU 

happenedfixe hundred fixtieand twoyeares<t 8 n2° f 
afterthe building ofRome. Thcfecommo- w,1irc ' 
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tioncrs of Italic had this purpofcand intent, 
at their feftiual meetings to ioytie their heads 
and hands together, andfoto proceed to the 
Gitie, thereto worke the death of the two 
fconfuls Sex. Iulius C#far, and Mariius Phi- 


lippus: but this matter being difcouered,they 
Scruilius did prefentlyputto death Setuilius Procon- 
flatneby the fuH,who was fentvnto them at the firft begin- 
SET" nin g of their ftirres, by peaceable & reasona¬ 
ble mcanes to appeafe and determine them, 
and all the other Romanes which were at Af 
cuIumjWcreflaine. This bloudic deed being 
reported at Rome , did greatly plunge the 
minds of the Romanes in doubtand forfow. 
For this daughter wa$ as it vtere an Adamant 
todrawthe oiherltalians, who did not con- 
fpire in this murther to their parr,and as a firy 
beacon to die Romanes, to giuc them war¬ 
ning not to preferibe too much in their pro- 
fpcritie,,but to be circumfpedt, & by all warie 
preuention to anticipate thefe euils, which if 
it lliould haue bene iicgle&ed of them,would 
prefently haue turned to fuch a cloud of in- 
conueniences, that the fire which did before 
feruc to giue light, would after haue bent his 

force 
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force to burne and confume : for the next 
Neighbour to admonition is corre&ion, and 
it is eafier to auorde then to efcape a danger. 
But the Rdmanes with prouident care fore- 
feeing that the defedlion and reuolt of them 
who were linked in focietie with them, might 
be a great maime to their Eftate, & as it were 
a ladder for forreine and profeffedenemies 
to fcale the walles oftheir Cine,did therefore 
in this war make fpeciallohoife,both ofCap- 
tainesandfbuldicrsjformeane men were not 
to be employed in a warre of (o great impor¬ 
tance, and they that were vnskilfull, were not 
inthe midd of thefe eminent dangers, to be 
trained and taught. And becaufc they faw that 
the commodious ending and compofing of 
this war, was the hinge whereupon the whole 
eftate of the Common-wcale did dependej 
therefore it was decreed by Senate, that both 
theConfuIs (a rare thing in that Common- 
weale, and ncuer done but when exceeding 
daunger was feared ) (hould go in perfon to 
the managing of this warre. Neither were 
the Italias vnprouided or vnaduifed: for they 
knew, that ifthey were c6quered,they fhoula 
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fall from the cftateoffellowes to be flaues, & 
their league fliould neuer more be trufted* 
which them felues had brokenand if they 
(hould enioy the viaorie , that they Ihould 
then haue all the.wealth of the world at com- 
maund. This. golden bootie being enameld 
with a.fweete defire ofreuenging ©Id iniuries 
( for they: had written them in marble with a 
pen ofyfon) did greatly incenfe their minds, 
and rauiih their /pints with a burning affe&io. 
to fight v The Marfians who brought .the firft 
‘ftubbieto kindle this flame, were gouerned 
di!«anTtu- hy Silo Popedius, a manasitfeemed by de-? 
mu enemy >oftiny oppofed againft the Romanes,to whofe 
° man • cares nothing was fo delightfuli as the report 
of a Romanes death * hating that how.er ins 
which he did not impeach their good eftatc* 
Hein this fcfpeft was diuerfe from manic Of 
his coiintrimen,in that he detefted a Romans 
becaufe he was a Romane. Wherefore ha- 
uingfingledout fomeofhisfa&io, who were 
partly by the inflind of their nature , partly 
by his inftigation, obdurate and eager in ha.* 
tred againft the Romanes, hailing propofed 
and fliewed vntothem the fcopc and drifte

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wficreiinto his purpofe did aime, and hauing ' 

difclofed the meaiics, whereby he hoped to 

compaflc and effect his defignementsancl

The Marfians hearing the name of liberty, 
did greedily receiuc it,and therefore applau¬ 
ding to Popedius, as informing them of that 
which was mod for their vfcybccaufc there 
appeared in his fpeech no fignes of coue- 
toufnefle or ambition, but an earned and ve- 
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; hemeiit defire ofpubliquc good , did refolue 
• to follo^ him as their gcnerall. 

Thc^had no fooner fet vp flagge; of defi¬ 
ance againft the Romanes,but there refbreed 
vnto th6m a huge multitude ofall the prouin- 
ces of Italic; fo readie are difloyall perfons to 
caft off the yoke of obedience, or common 
fotietie, wheni they haiuegotten ahead. The 
metamorphofis truly was verie great , to fee 
the Citie of Rome enuironed on all Tides by 
foes, which before was garded by friends, & 
there was none almoft left to defend the City 
but the citizens, and nothing to defend the 
> citizens but the Citie. The people that rcuol- 
ted were the Marfians,the Samnites,the Vnl- 
brians,the Veftini, thelrpini,the Lucani,the 
Marrufini, the Afculani, the Peligni, the Pifa- 
niiand they were led by great Captaines,men 
of valour and feruice, hauing as great defire 
to fight with the R omanes, as the Romanes 
had to rule oucr them.Thc mod of them were 
of fo choife courage and condu$ion,that the 
Romanes had before in many warres relyed 
vpon their feruice. But yet the name of a Ro- 
mane was fuch a feepter to their fpirits , that

fecblejandvalourdaftardlyjturningloiicinto 
hatred,feare into furie, boldneflc into trem- 
bling, and in thecircuitc of oncminute ma* 
kingtfect^iqucred per (bn a conqueror. The 
Romanesdiq.nqt in anie warre Hi ewe more 
wiledomeand courage* which two things are 
in common,vnderftanding repugnant, be- 
cauic wifeddme for the moft part procurcth 
feare in dangerous accidents, which is oppo¬ 
site to courage,and courage caufeth ra(hnc(fc 
which is contrarie to wifedottie. But fo wete 
their fortunes croflfed, & thelOt of warrewas 
fo variable, that this warre was refolutely v n- 
dertakepofthem, vnhappily continued, and

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vi(5l6n6uny concIuded.The Romane armic 
had two'Generals: nahiely,R. Rtitiliusone of 
the Confiilsywhofelieutenants were . 

peius Strabo, Q; Csepib, C.Perperna,G.Ma- 
rius^alerlusMcflallaland L.Gefaf the other 
ConfuVwho had tliefe Lieutenants, P.Lentu- 
lus^T.DidiaS, P. LiciniusGraffus, LiQorne- 
Iius $ylia, M.Maiiicellus,all famous Captains, 
men of excellent defert and heroicall quali- 
tiesjand the ihoft of them fit not onely to ma^ 
nage a warre,but a kingdom, yea an Empires 
yet ofallthefe none did obtaine thevittorie 
during the firftyearc of their fight, C.Marius 
and L.Ca?far onely excepted , yet Csefar was 
not long before with his whole armie difilbm- 
fited, and Marius did with great difficultic at- 
chieile one vidorie,which was the beginning 
of a greater waite. The Gonfuls did thus dif* 
pofe the encounters of them felues and their 
Lieutenants, L. Cajfer was oppofed to Vet- 
tius Gato, who led a wing of the Marfian ar¬ 
mie, but Csefar being oucr mated by a man 
ofgreater wifedome and magnanimitie, was 
enforced to flie^and after the (laughter oftwo 
thoufandofhismert, being hotcly purfued &

Capirolc, and to crcda monarchic > but that 
the Gonfuls reuniting their diflipatedforces, 
did hardly with much labour&grcat daugh¬ 
ter pfrtien feftraine and hinder him. But he 
hailing loft his’purpofe , yet not loofing hi$ ;S , mMCUS ' 
time furprifed the goodly citie ofthe Thuri-

appointed chareeofthe warreto M.Craflus their Prae- 
againftspar- tor, a man ambitious and venturous: he ha- 
*«"»• uingioyned battell with Granicus one of the 

rebel! chieftaines, did flay both the captaine 
and thirtic flue thoufand of his fouldiersj, and 
after fighting with Spartactis did flay him, & 
withhimfortiethoufandjfiucthoufandone- 
ly efcapcd,whom Cn. Pompeius returning 
from the Spanilh warre, did fuddenly meete 
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and ^rcfcntly put to the fword. After thefe ) 
times M. Cicero beingConful,whofenouity 
and ftrangeneflein Rome, thenohilitie ana 
rarchcffe of his good giftsmighj iuftly excufe 
who for all his excellent qualities was more 
beholding to nature then [education, as for 
his yertue famous, fo for his eloquence moft 
famous, by^vhom it was that the Romanes 
were ndt inferiour to them in wit, whom 
they vanquifhedin warre, the confpiracie of 
Catiline was dete&cd and determined, and 
Cicero for his conftancic,courage,& watcli- 
fulnefTe,in fupprdfing the fcalefire of that 
warre to the vtmoft cinder, was intitled by 
the name of Pater patriae, the father of hjs^ c f r ® e c r al 
countrey. But before I enter into the difipw'** 
courfe of his rebellion, I rnufl make knowne 
the perfonofthe tray tor,and the caufc of the 
treafori. L. Sergius Catilina was in face and Cati|!nc hJ| 
feature comely and abfolute, in wit prompt 
and pregnant, in eloquence fweet and de¬ 
lightful!, in pompc and maieftie princely and • 
regall, in courtly behauiour quaint and deli¬ 
cate: and to fet vpon this gold a Diamond,of 
a moft noble parentage. There were ccrtaine

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Emilies stmongft the .Romanes , which fortf 
^(jUntcd&oucrhcadcdthcrcft^cing mod; f 
atirtcictttfahdof a worthie originail, and they, 
arc "parted' itltb‘two-dif<ients, fome of them 
hauing the Aborigines to their aunceftours, 
andfometheTrOianeS. Thefirft and princi-j 
pall^f the race oftKe Aborigines, was the fa^ 
milic oftlie Vitellij, being difeended fro Fau- 
nus the king of the Aborigines, which did in- 
-habite Italic before the commingof dmcas, 
and Qucenc Vitelliaj which in many places 
was wbrfhippcd as a goddeflfe: the iecod was 
the familie of the Fabij , whole offpringis 
rightly dcriued from Fabius the fon of Her¬ 
cules: the third was the lineage of the Anto- 
riij, ifluing from Anton an other of Hercules 
his fonrtes: the fourth was the race of the Po- 
titij, fo named ofPotitius, who did with great 
curtefie cUtertaine Hercules 9 when he* was 
entred Italiei the fift wasthc houfe ofthe Ma. 
milij,borne of Mamilia the daughter ofTele- 
gonqs one of Vlyffei his fonnes begotten of 
Gircethat; notorious? cnchauntrcffeThe o. 
ther families which referred their beginning 
to the Troiane roote, were ten in number:

Rome. And for the performance he bound 
himfclfe by a curled circumftance, drinking 
mansbloudto fill his bloudthirftie humour, 
hi al his d&ions fye \was a perfect Protean, fra^ 
ming and compofing himfclfe to all (ides and 
. fc&s*^ith'thcgfauerfortofmen he would be 
fad and feuerei witlitjieriotous, prodigall $c 
M cxceffiue: 
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exceffme: tfithchaft matrons model! and bu- 
xomc: with light hufwiu.es wanton and vainer 
with young gentlemen pleafant and aftiuc: 
with auncient fathers; demure and sdelibera- 
tiue: to the bafer fort curteous and pitifull: to 
the nobler perfbns fociable and gratcfull: fo 
variable.& difcoulored he was in his doings, 
t that M. Cicero did greatly maruell at his ma-> 
nifold dexteritie.

cnuironcd wirh a bundle ofrods. The Dicta¬ 


tor wasc^iried in a chaire ofeftate,being clad 
H' with 
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with a purple gownc, edged with' a crimfon 
border,' arid-ihuefted* with a robe triumphall, 
which^Wfite the brnaments lot’ the aunciptlk 
kingsbf'Rbme^thefame attire ftadtheCon-) 
fulsand Prjeiors^butthe Praetors didweare k 
filuer cobure ! dgarinenr,and did alwaies ride 
vpbtt-milke whieeftorfeb: after fhefcthencxti 
piacb'hadtfte GefOrs^if there ,were any at that 
time^ for they:were in the number ofpriiicl- 
palln 3 agiftrates,thpir office being,not ofper-t 
petuitid, nbmorethen the DiCtatorfllip.'.v Af¬ 
ter thefe being the more worthib potentates^ 
the inferiour fort of the authorized perfons- 
did'immediatly follow. The firfttofthat order 
wSrcthe ifidiles ofithc chaire, becaufb They* 
Were conucy ed to the fenatchoufe in a chaircl 
ofyuorie, which monument > of honour,, as it 
feemeth was permitted vnt6 them ,,bejcaufc

. nifefl cuidenccjwere prefentiy [nitto death. 

The day wherein the punilhment ofthefe 
traitors was decreed, did greatly illuftrate & 
beau^ifiethewOrthineffc ofM.Cato. Hcdif- 
: cended from M.Cato the Prince ofthe Portia 
The linage familie, after whome this Cato in degree of 
•fM.Cato. dj/ceptwas accompted and numbred in the 

Thcpraifc th f d P Iacc - Th k M.Cato was of alltheRo, 
•fM.Cato. wiincs moftrfincerc, andmoftliketo vertuc 
it felfe, and Iccmed in his iufticc and iutegri- 
tieto be pcarer to God then to man, who did 
not hwe honeftly & orderly bccaule he would 
.feemctobevertUouS, but becaufc it was a- 
gainft thecourfe of his difpofition to be di£ 
honeft and diforderly, thinking that onely to 
be reafonable, which was iuft and lawfull: be 
was free from fancies, and had alwaies for- 
tunc j n his ownc power: he was then Tribune 
ofthe people, young inrcfjpc^t ofhisyearcs, 

but 
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butin wifedome and aduife a father,& a right 
Senator, who (when others perfwadcdtnat 
the confpirators fliould be kept aliue in feue- 
rall wards) being the laftofthem thatfenten. 
ced the rebellious, did inueigh with fuch 
force of mind and wit againft the confpira¬ 
tors, that by the vehemencieofhisfpcechhe 
cancelled their opinions, which perfwaded 
lenitie, and made their fbftncfle to befufpe- 
&ed;andthe greater part ofthe Senate in fa- 
uour dfCatoes gracious feueritie, did accp- 
IfQieium to his houfe. C. Caefar did at that fj,* 
time giue fome token of a rebellious hufnor, l,i: 
whereof Rome tafted afterward too much, & 
himfelfe in the end was. poifoned with the 
dregs . Catiline hearing what was done at 
Rome, gathered an armie, and making a la¬ 
borious iourncy through the ftccpc and crag- 
gie foils, intended a voyage into that part of 
Fraunce, which is beyond the Alpes: which 
Q. Metellus perceiuing, who was leader of 
three bands of foldiers in the Pice prouince,^ 
heremoouedhis tents and pitched them at 
the bottome of the Piftorian heath, fro which 
place the armieofC. Antoniuswas notfarre. 
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Catiline when he fiw that he was on etieryi 
' hde embayed with mountaincs &arraed rfii^ 
chofc rather to fight with Antonius, who co- 
mitted the vantgard to the conduit ofM. Pe. 
treius , Catiline in that battel) gaue y fharpe 
onfet , and continued the fight with an vn- 
daunted ftomacke,but in the end wasflaine,: 
and dying with great indignation , was there ' 
trampled to death by the hoofes ofhbrfes\ ! 
Thus he that did defend himfclfin the Senate 
houfc, was confounded in the field, and that 
by the iuftice ofdeftinicj who with a fcourge' 
of fteele followeth proud afpirers: this infe 
! lent Romane perceiued at the time of 
*; his death the deceitfull glofe of 

his fawningfancic,& the vaine 
j fophiftrie of bewitching 

• , ambition. 
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Or the fecond c Booke> 

N, Pompcius for his great 
valor & magnanimitie iuft- 
€7ly intitled Magnus, did in 
eourfe of time grow to an 
exceeding greatnefle of au- 
thoritie,and hadpurchafed 
through his worthie exploits, the loue, ap- 
plauic and admiration of the whole world,his 
father was Cn.Pompeiusanapprouedfoul- 
dier,andaConfularian, his Mother was Lu- 
cilia a Senators daughter: he was ofa comely 
perfonage, notfo commendable forbeautie, 
as for a pleafing and conftant completion, 
which continued euen to his laft houre, his 
wifedome was of a wonderful! excellencie, 
hislife in all parts abfblute,his eloquence but 
indifferent ,he was* defirous tohaue honour 
offred, but was not ambitious to vfurpeit,a 
faft friend & a religious obferuer of his wordj 

P 
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in reconciling me that were at variance moft 
faithfuRin receiuing fatisfa&ion for offences 
moft eafie, neuer vnng his power to impote* 
cie, nor his wit to vanitie, from his cradle a 
fouldier, in his youth a conqueror trium¬ 
phant, and in all his warres couragious and 
Sertoriut dreadfull. For though Sertorius did more co- 
fcarcthp 6 - m ^ n( j ^ctellus, y C t he was more afraid of 

Pompey. And ofthe Spaniards he triumphed 
whenhewas but a Romane knight, not ha. 
uing as yet bbrnc any office of eftate. To be 
a knight ofRome was to much better then to 
be a common gentleman,by how much a pa- 
tritian Senator was more honorable then a 
nouitian, whole auncc(tours were neuer of 
the Senate. Pompey by degrees did en«? 
deuour to advance his credit, and in the end 
by the conqueft of many & mightie nations, 
became peercles. Mithridates his power was 
enfeebled by $yila,difiointed by Lucullus,& 
Mithridatci broken in pceces by Pompey, after which vi- 
^oriehe fubdued thelewes, tooke their ci- 
m53iI- ttc, ! andpo(Teft the temple of Icrulalem,a rare 
»ieoficni' and miraculous monument,which though he 
* filled with his fouldicrs, yet hereftrainedthc 

“ ‘ from 
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fromthefpoile.In that warre he partly reco- 
uered, and partly fubdued to the Romane 
, power, Armenia, Colchis, Cappadocia,Cili* 
cia,Syria, and all the region of Paleftine to 
the riucr of Euphrates. He ouercame befide 
Paphlagonia, Galatia, Phrigia, Myfia,tydia, 

Caria, Ionia, and all that part of Afia which 
lyeth about P ergamus. He committed the 
regiment of Armenia maior to Tigrane$,thc 
Ifland ofBofphorus to Pharnaces, Cappado¬ 
cia to Ariobcrzanes, Seleucia to Antiochus 
Commagenusi to Deiotarus and otherTe- 
trarkes Galatia with Armenia minor, to At- 
talus and Pylasmenes Paphlagonia, to Ark 
ftarchus Colchis, to Hircanc Paleftine. And 
for a triple reward of thefe his victories, he Pompey ho* 
... had the blazon of three triumphs: thefirft" r ?picS! ha 
was of Affricke, the fecond of Europa ) and umph • 
the third of Afia. After thefe triumphs enfued 
the Confullhip of Marcus Bibulus and C. his °* 
Caefar,iflfuing from the famous familie ofthe 8 " ' 
Iulij, and conueying his difeent from Anchi- 
festheTroiane father to ^Eneasihe was of ex¬ 
cellent beautie, and in vigor of mind moft 
fliarpe and vehement, in his rewards boun?

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tifull, in courage farre aboue mans nature, or 
mans beliefe, in the haughtinefle of'his 
thoughts, in the celeritie of his fight, in the 
ftiffering of bitter euents and cafualties fingu- 
lar^ mall his adions moft like to Alexander 
the great, to Alexander I meane being fober, 
'and neitherfurcharged with' wine, nor ouer- 
comc with wrath, vfing fleepe and meate not 
for the pampering of his luft, but for the con¬ 
tinuing of his life. He was ncare in bloud to 
C. Marius, and was Cinnaes fonneinlawe, 
neither during Syllaes Didatorfhip could he 
by any means be moued to diuorce Cinnaes 
daughter, though M.Pifo a Confularian, did 
for feare of Sylla funder himfelfe from Annia 
Cinnaes widow, by which conftancic Caefar v 
did greatly endaunger himfelfejfor his death 
was fought for by Syllaes officers, Sylla him- 
felfe being ignorant of their purpofe.C^far 
being made Conful, a league offoucraigne 
focictie was concluded betwixt him and Cn., 
Pompeius,& M.CrafTus. Pompey did there¬ 
fore enter into that league, becaufc he would 
liaue his ads and deedes,which he had made 
ill thoprouinccs before mentioned,that were 
-. . .. conquered 


mi 
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conquered by him, fully confirmed and rati¬ 
fied by the Senate. Caefar by taking that 
courfe had a double intent, to increafe his 
bwne honour by yeelding to Pompeis glory, - 
and to eftablifh his owneauthoritie by char¬ 
ging him with the hatred of this treuirall 
power.Craflus had this drift to maintaine & 
preferue the animation which he had alrea^ 
die obtained by the power ofCacfar, and the 
authoritie of Pompey.

The filly babes' 
flying as itwere from the face.ofCaefar, did 
clcaue to the breads oftheir parents > the ftiirf 
dieft necks did then begin to ftoope, and the 
drongedhearts tp melt , and nothing could 
befccneinRome butfignes of forrow: for as' 
the earth when fheisdifrobed of her budding 
and fructifying trees, and of her amiable ver¬ 
dure, which is her onely grace and garment 
roiall,ishke a naked table wherein nothing! 
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is painted, fb was Rome at that indent being, 

bereaued ofher young and luftic gentlcmciv 

euen as if the fpfitrgtid e fliould be taken from 1 
theyeare: and a greatdeformitie did then al- • 
fo arife by the abfencfc of the graue andaun- ■ 
cierit, fathers, who with their fprcadingfha- : 
dow did fhield and proteft the bodie of the s 
cj.tie* anddid nourifh therifing plants ofthe 
generous brafillj gathering ftrength and foli- 
ditie vnder the curtaine oftheir boughs. Cae- 
ftrhauing entredRome, vfed all forts ofmen 
with great kindneffe and curtefie,and hauing 
cpnuocated an affemblie declaring and ag-r.

pey, and made a notable pretence, that he 
was defirous of vnitie,and that peace was the. - 
virgin of his heart.

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the array: biitfearingleflhis forehicn fliould 
fainc,he caufedthe tranfuers legions to fol¬ 
low his cnfigiie^ :who as it were with, a fide- 
windaduenturing vpon Popeis armie,flroke 
them downe on eachfide fofafl: as they went* 
The barded horfe being inccnfed with the 
heare of the warre, his heart being boared 
with the point of the fpearc, exempted' him-

defert: butwho doth bufic his memorie inrer 
counting bent fitc^and who will thinke him* 
felfc beholden to one that is diftrefled ? and 
when doth not fortune chaungc friendlhip? 
Ptolome, vnthankfull Ptolomc, difleagued .1 
withthefcnfleflrelitargicoffouleingratitudcj 1 
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whefi by icertainel report he heard that Poiti- 
pey had approchcd to the (horc, ,fcnt out his 
direand dreadfull meffengersto deptiue the 
agedbodie ofthe vnuanquilhedmind. And, 
when Achilles that bold butcherer did with 
his glaiue portend the laft cod ofhis daie 9 , 
Pompdy whole excellent qualities might en*

th^fouldicrs induftrid^ ttot quickened and yj| 
ftirrcd vp by bountic and reward , he hath no -4 
more Will to perform c any part ofmartial feH ' 
uieeythcnadfeaidcoaffe hathpowertoarife 
outofthegrauc. For what can be more pre¬ 
cious to a man then his b!oud> being the fou- 
table and nurfe of his vitall fpirits, and the 
ground of his bodily fubftance, which no free 
and ingenuous nature will loofc or hazard for 
nothing. And in truth there isgreat ods in the 
eiient, for the fouldier may either be flaine 
and fo die without recciuing of his falaric, or 
elfc be wounded and die vnder the cure, and 
forecciuehisflipendtothehalfepart. This 
account being thus caff, it falletb out that the 
fouldierloofeth all or feme part,& the Prince 
who ishis pay-maiftcr, faueth either all of

experience, may eafily proue and eonuince, 
that thefe commoweales haue moft profpe- 
red, which haue liberally maintained and had 
m Angular regard miliearic artes.

Qf triumphs 
there were two forts ob(erued ofthe Romans, 
one the graund triumph, which by pra^hemr 
nence was called Triumphus, the other was 
the petdetriumph,andwfts commonly called 
Ouatio, of thefe triumphs fome were done 
on land, fame on fca,fomc in the citie, fome 
on mount Albane. It was therefore called CV 
uatio, bccaufethe vi&oriatc fouldiers return 
ning from the fight did fhowte, and double 
the letter O. An O uation did much differ fro 
a triumph,becaufc he which came into the Pt 
tie by way of Ouation, was neither caried in 
chariot, nor cladde with robe triumphal!,nor 
with any ornament of eftate, neither did his 
armic march before him when he wasentred 
the citie, neither was he crowned with laurel, 
nor brought in with found of trumpets,but 
walked through the citie on foot, his head 
being adorned witha mirtlc crownc,his fouL 
diers following him, andthefhawmes onely 
founding.How the great triumph was ceic?

S hfe warre in Spaine being 
quickly difpatched, Caefar 
returned to Rome: and the 
Romanes did redouble his 
honours,tor he was prcient- 
Caiftr. f ly made Didator perpctuall, Cenfor perpc4 
tuall,C.onfullfdr ten y cares, and Emperour 
ofRomeihe was called alio the father of his 
cbuntric.RucCaerars fortunes did fooncaf- 
ter begin tb decline^and thefe diuei fe colou¬ 
red tftles were but as reinebowes, which do 
gliifei-gallantlyfbi^atime, but aTC fuddenly 
cxtUVdt: hisfatall houre was now approving, 
and enuiedayed inthe eloudes expelling his 
end* But as a mightic and huge oake, being 
clad with the exuuialls add trophes of ene¬ 
mies,fenced with an atmie of boughs, garnU 
(bed withacoatc of barke ashardasfteele, 
defpifeth the fofee and power of the windes, 
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as being onely able to dallie with the lieaues, 
and not to weaken the roote 5 but the Nor- 


theme wjnd that ftrong champion of the airie 
region, fecretly lurking in the vault of fome 
hollow cloud, doth firft murmur at this afpi- 
ring oake , and then doth (trike his cred with 
fome greater flrength , and.laftly with the 
deeped breath of his lungs doth blow vp the 
roote.So vndoiibtedly was it with C aefar, who 
difdained feareandthought it a great deale 
better to die then to thinke on misfortune: 
but dedinie is no mans drudge, and death is 
euery mans conqueror, matching the feepter 
with the fpade,and the crowned king with the 
praifletfepcafant* As none was more noble 
then Csefar, fo nothing was more notable, 
then the death of Caefar: for his deared fri6ds 



became his greated enemies,and their hands 
plucked him downc, whofe (houlders did life 
him vp* Many caufes were pretended of the ™J, * a " o ^* 
confpiracie bent againd him , the honours fpirnciebent! 
which werebedowedvpon him, bcing bdth S " 1 
manic and great, did caufe him to be enuied 
ofthe Nobles: and like wife it was a matter of

Antoni us would haue fet a Dia deme vponhis 
head: the fouith.caufe was,becaufc lie depri- 
ucd Epidius* Metellus, and Cefetius Flauius 
of the Tr ibiineflup: fiftlydt was greatly mur-t 
mured., becaufc it was conftantly reported, 1 
that L. Gotta Quindecemuir that is a cotem-i 
platiue reader of Sybillaes prophecies,would 
pronounce fcntence, that becaufc it was con* 
tained in the prophecies of Sybilla, that the 
Parthians could not be ouercomc but by a 
king,therefore CxCar fhould be highted the ■ 
king of Rome. For thefc caufe$ a confpiracie 
beingraifedagainfthim, in which the chicfe 
agents of,the Pompeians,were M.Brutus and. 
C.Caffius,andofthe C^farians D.Brutus and 
C.Trcbonius, in the Ides of March,and in the*

raigne power, without iudiciall proces might 
fuffer death. And that ancient law was alfo de- 
fpifed j by whichit was forbidden, that no Sot- 
natorfhould enter into the.Senate houfe ar¬ 
med with any warlike weapo,or hawing about 
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bimanie edged toolc. Surcly they that will 
end tumultwitb tumult, can neuef be feized 
ot good fuedefle or fortunatecuet; for difeord 
miy breed, continue & augment contention, 
butitcan neuer endit: and to expe A that all 
differences fhould be calmcly compounded 
by genbrall accord, is a thing not much to be 
hoped for, becaufe it fcldome happeneth.M. 
Brtitus, thechiefe ador inCaefarstragcdie, 
was in couiifcl deepe, in wit profound,in plot 
politickejand one that hated the principality 
whereof he deuefted Caefar. But did Brutus, 
lookeforpeace by bloudftied ? didhethinke 
,tb auoyd tyrannic by tumult? was there no 
way to wound €aefar,but by {tabbing his own: 
conference i&i no way to make Cf fat odious* 
but by incurring the fameobloquie ? Will a* 
nie man fpcake vnto me of the wifedome of 
Brutusj whenhc thinketh vpo the field of Phi-: 
lippi, wherein Bi utiis was like to theGomct,

W hen any innouation or alteration isto be 
hate hed, the ftate of things muft be quiet and 
fecurc, that the wheele may be eafily turned 
about,withouthearing any noife.For to com¬ 
mit the murder of a foueraigne Magiftrate,& 
to defend thy felfe by armes, is as if a man 
fliould coucr himfelfe by water from a (ho wre 
of raine, or fhould defeend into fome hollow 
of the earth for auoiding of infectious aire:& 
if the mod barbarous and immainc tyrant, 
fhould trccheroufiy,that is without watrant ot 
itiftice bo flaughtered, though at his death he. 
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were vtterlydeftitute of friends, yet his ene- | 
mibs (hpiddbeiurctofin 4 c enemies ::for no ; | 
comon^wcalecanbeivvithoutmenofafpiring ;'f 
humours,uhd iwhen fuch a murder is wrought 4 
they find prefent occafio to tumultuate,know- 
ing tha^ Anarchie breedeth confufion, & that 
icisbeftfijhing in a troubled ftreameimaking 
^glorious pretence to reuenge the death of a 
Prince, though inheart & in truth,they bearc 
greater affedio to the monarchic remaining, 
then to the Monarkc who is taken away.: nei¬ 
ther in regard of fupreme power and prashc- 
mincncey will I putdiuerfitie betweene the 
perfonofakingand a tyrant $ for he which at- 
tainetbto an impcriall'or jegall foueraigntie, 
by warlike induftrie and victorious exploit,is 
no Jcffc a Monarkc, then he which cometh to 
it by election,fucceflion or deicent: & he that 
is made fubied by (word,is as much fubied as 
he that by birth is a dinifon. But was Iulitis 
Csefar a tyrant? Surcly there was more tyran¬ 
nic ihthc (laughter then in the man(laine:C§- 
far I graunt was a traitour to the State before 
the vidorie , but after he exchanged that bafe 
name, with the beft title ofdignitie, and of a

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l traitour became an Emperour: yet did he not 
aggrauate to himfelfe that type of honor, the 
people,offred it vnto him, he accepted it with 
thankes: matiie had olfendcd Rimyh’e pardor 
ned chem,y ea rewarded them with greatbou- 
tic. He was content to haue a fellow Confull, 
he fufpeded none of them which were the 
workmen of his death,he did neither deprefle 
the Noble man by flauder,nor aduance them 
of obfeure condition by flatterie and bribes: 

which is incopatible to ty rannie, he Ihewcd 
felt-will in nothing,wh en he was inuefted with 
fupremacicj but queftionleffe the Romanes 
(hould not haue nourillied this Iyon in their 
Citie y or being nourilhed, they fhould not 
haue difgraced him. The goared body ofCg- c^fnrbh bo- 
far was honourably tranfported to Campus ported to 
Martius. Afterward M.Cicero becaufe he was ^ l,sMar " 
defirous to reftorc peace,and to reconcile the 
ftatesj procured a decree to be made, after.the 

example of the Athenians ,whieh they called 
their Amneftia,that the killing ofGajfar fliold 
be forgotten & forgiuen, and this was ratified 
by Senate. But the confpirorswQuld not in a~ 
niewife lay afide their armour , vnkffethey 
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might haiiecertaine afliirance and fecurttie j 
' thattheirpcrions, lands,and goods fhould be 
fafe and vntouched. Wherefore for pledges 
they had the fonnds of M.Antonius, & M.Le* 
pidus, and then they defcended out of the 
Capitolle. C. O&auius hearing of the great 
change that had happened in Rome, came as 
fomc fayfrom Epirus,as others from Apollo-; 
nia, to whom l rather agree: buthewaswel- 
corheto all fides and fcdcs. And by the tefta-V 
ment of hi$“vncle,who had adopted him to bp 
hisheire, hetooke the name ofluliusCsefar. 
M. Lepi dus was at that time made Pontifex- 
maximus in Casfars place* I he Senate did af- 
fignc the prouince of Syria to Dolabella, and 
Macedonia to Antonius: but afterward when

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will not do it. The Pompeians were in truth 
wedded to too muchpartialitie, for why had 
Brutus the glorie of triumph, vnleffc it were 
bccaiife his life was faued by other mens va* 
lour? And Why were the bodies of Panfa and 
Hirtius folcmnely and honorably enterred, 
and Caefar who was liuing, & partaker ot the 
vidorie nothing regarded? Nay they did ap- 
parantly delpife him. For, fending meflen- 
gersthey enioined them to parle with his fol- 
diers and leaue Odauius vnfpokento: but 
they did with great choler anfwer, that they 
would not heare anic thing vnlefle their Ge* 
nerall were prefcnt.This peruerfe and prepo- 
ftcrous dealing made Odauius to enter the 
City in warlike mancr,and as an enemy vnto 
them, and there he made himfelfe Conful, & 
Q,Pedius his colleague, M.Cicero did then 
in publike aflemblics greatly commend and 
cxtoll Odauius, but he fpake one thing and* 
meant another: for ifdangershad bene once 
paft,Ciccroes tongue would baue ttirned,aii' 
other way.

Ca3far whenby nomeanehecouldbe re* 
uenged of Brutus, who was Proficient of Ma¬ 
cedonia , and Caftius who had the regiment 
ofSyria^efentfor M. Antonins and M.Lepi* 
dus who were then in France, and they three 
meeting at Bononia,had conference of orde¬ 
ring and difpofing the common affaires, and 
there they agreed to be Treuiri, for the con- 
ftitution of the common-weale for fine years 
fpace. To the charge of Lepidus Spaine and 
Gallia Narbonenfis were alotted, to M.An- 
tonius the other parts of Fraunce , to Csefar 
Libia, Sicilia,and Sardinia. Afterthefecon- 
fultations they came to Rome, and ifligned 
offices to whom itpleafedthem, asking no 
Ieaue either of people or Senate.At that time 
many excellent Lords and Gentlemen were 
proferibed, together with an hundred and 
thirtie Senators,among whom was L,Paulus 
thebrothcr of M.Lepidus,L.Cacfar the vncle 
of Antonius, and he who did fo much praife ciecroisput 
Oftauius M. Cicero. But that was done by ^ death.

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the vifinimious rancor of Antonius v by whole 
Fwkisei 4c "Kants he was beheaded, and the head was 
fpitclui dea- ferued in meafe vnto him,whichwhcn Fuluia 
«fwwnfr the impudent wife of Antonius had efpied, 
^lUekiiig and rent ing from the chaps his gol¬ 
den tongue,(he diftained it with the fpittle & 
fortife bf her mouth, (he pricked it with nee¬ 
dles, launccd it with hir nailes,brayed it with 
her fill,racked it with her armes,and damped 
it with her fccte. Fooliih and fenfleflfe anger* 
to inflid reuengevpon a thing that was (enf- 
lcfle, add for the miflikffig ofthe man,to hate 
the dead part of his body. But thou didft no¬ 
thing Antonius (for the indignation ofpoftc* - 
ritie wiljl rife againft thee) thou didft nothing 
by taking away the publike voice ofthe City 
and that all-pleafingtougue. Thou haft dif- 
poiled Cicero of a poorc remnant of day es, 
thou haft pared away his old age, thou haft 
caufe’dhiiiito be flainc, whcnhewidiedfor 
death, but his fame and the glorie of his ver- 
tuesand excellent learning, thou art fofarre 
from abridging, that thou haft augmented it: 
he liueth *nd (hall Hue by the mcitiorie of all 
' ages * and whilft the frame ofthis world (hall 

(land, 
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ftand^and this.badie of nature (hal continue* 
which that onely Romane did in minde con¬ 
template, by wit vnderftand,& by eloquence 
deferibe, the commendation ofCiccro (hall 
alway accompanie it,the fucceding wits (hall 
wonder athiswri.tingSj&eucrymansdobme 
(hall condemne thy cruelty. But the miferie 
of thefe times none can futhciently deplore, 
fo vnpoflible it is.to expreffe it by words.But 
this is to be noted, that the care ot wiues to¬ 
ward their husbands, that were proferibed, 
was maruellous, & in the higheft degree: the 
fidclitie oftheir free-mcn but indifferent,the 
loyaltic oftheir bond-men very (lender, the 
loue oftheir children none at all,(b grifty and 
loatbfomc is aduerfity to a mans owne bow¬ 
els. Caftius hearing o( the great tumults of 
Rome, went from Syria to Smyrna in Alia, 
where M. Brutus was, totakeaduife of the 
ordering ofthe battel againft M. Antonius, & 
C.OdauiuSjWho they heard did make expe¬ 
dition againft them. Wherefore Caffius ha- 
uingouercome the Rhodians, and Ariobar- 
xanes, and Brutus hauing fubdued the Pata- 
reans, the Lydians, and other nations of A(ia> 
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•which did before moleft them,they halted to 
Macedonia that they might there wage bat- 
tell. And thither not long after came Csefar, 
and M. Antonius with a huge holt,and before 
the citic of Philippi they faced their enemies 
with the tents, That fight was verie fierce and 
very doubtful,for Brutus put Cacfar to flight:, 
and Antonius Caflius, and each oftheir tents . 
was ranfackedofthevi&or.C.Cafliuswhen 
Brutus, who he feared was flainc ,returned a 
farreoff, with his horfemen , thinking that 
they were the enemies that purfued him, did 
worke his owne death by the hand of one of 
his retinue.VVithin a few dayes after M.Bru- 
tusbeing ouercomeinanother battell, and ; 
ouerborne with defpaire, enforced Strabo 
diatfled with him to flay him with his fword: 
which a$,many noble Romanes to the num¬ 
ber offoriic did imitate. There were ncucr a- 
nie to whom fortune did fooncrapproch, the 
to Brutus and Caflius: an'd ncucr anie from 
whom (lie did more fuddenlyflie : Caflius 
was the better Captaine, Brutus the better 
Counfeller, Brutus was more to be loued, 
Caflius to be feared, becaufethe one excel¬ 
led 
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led in vertue, the other in valor.VVho ifthey 
bad conquered in this fight, it would hauc 
bene more expedient for the Romanes to 
haue bene ruled by Brutus then Caflius, by 
how muchitwas more fafe to them in the end' 
to begouerned by O&auius then Antonius* 
Theyeare following there grew difeord be* 

. tweene Caflarand L.Antonius Conful, and 
Fuluia wife to M. Atitonius.They were offen¬ 
ded with Carfar, becaufe he fhared that part 
of Macedonia to his fouldiers which M. An¬ 
tonius fhould haue bad, Fuluia was the more 
earned againfl: O&auius,becaufe he had co- 
ceiucd a deep difpleafiire againfl: her daugh¬ 
ter, and had thereupon diuorced her. Ca?far 
waslikewifeincenfedagainfl: Antonius, be¬ 
caufe he would not fend to him that fupply of 
fouldiers,which he ought to haue. Antonius 
therefore in his brother^quarell,maintained 
warre, Fuluia leagued vnto him held Prame- 
fle, and there (he behaued her felfc as the o- 
ther Conful, cotemning P.Seruilius who was 
indeed Conful, being like to a woman in no¬ 
thing but onely in fexe: L. Antonius with an 
hoftileinuafion entredthe citic of Rome,the 
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armie of M. Lcpidus, who ? Was left there as 
warden of the Gitie being difeomfited, and 
afterward departing thence to ward Fraunce, 
was intercepted by Gas far,who bcfieged him 
CxCyrb'fc- alohgtime at Pcrufia, in the countrey of Mc- 
gctUPetufia t f U fi a>a nd oftentimes making an eruption & 
fufFering a repu!fe,he was conftraincd to fub- 
mit him feltc, whom Gaefar pardoned, but 
many of the Senators and Romanc Knights 
Wer e facrificed vpon the altar of luliusC^far. 
He deftroycd Pcrufia,and hauing brought in¬ 
to his powcrvall the armie of the contrarie 
fide elided that 'warre, Cn.Domitius Calui- 
nus,and C.Afiriius Pollio being GonfulsjPol- 
of Afirnus lio was a man of notable gifts, who howfoe- 
Polho ' uer matters befell, wasloued of a 11 fortes of 
men. Julius G®far did makegreat reckcning 
and accompt of him, after his death the ene¬ 
mies of CsefaV did greatly fauour him,M. An¬ 
tonius had him in Angular animation, O&a- 
ujUs helcl him ncare vnto his heart, an excel¬ 
lent feholcr, and a worthic fouldier the onely 
obieft ofthe learned, whom both in profe & 
poem cS, they hauc condigncly commended, 
fo that I need not to proceede in his praifes, 
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this is my only doubt, whether he were mote, 
to be extolled for his laudable qualities,then 
admired for his rare and wondcrfull fortune^ 
he Was not long before with Antonius in Mr 
gy pt,but feeing him fo vainely befotted with . 
the loue of Cleopatra, feeing him knight of 
the’Gannapee, who was card Lord of the 
field, being afhamed of hi nr as he,was a Ro- 
mane,afhamed of him as a General, afhamed 
of him as now an vnworthic companion for 
Pollio, he left him in Aigypt with his concur 
bine, and came to Rome. AfterwardCaefar 
and Lcpidus fell at variance, fo that Lepidus 
was compelled to furretider all his authority, 
and to (land to Csefars mercie for his life.Ce^ 
far did then fight with Sex.Pompeius on the Cftiiir iigh« 
fca.Pompey being there ouercome fled tq 
Sicijie, and afterward into Afia,and as he was 
preparing warre againfl; Antoni, he was take 
of M.Titius, Antonius his Lieutenant,by who 
he was flaine. The laftciuill warre which was 
betwixt the Romaines was that which was 
fought by C^far againfl; Antoni at A$fium. 

The occafion of emnitie betwixt them was 
thus, Antonius did reproueCadar becaufe 
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he had taken to himfelf the armie of Lcpidtis ; 
&that which followed Sex.Pompeius,which 
ought to hauebene common to them three. 
Csefar did Obie$ to Antonius, that he did 
keepe iEgypt without lawfull commiflion* 
that he caufed Sex. Pompcius to be flaine 
wichout his content,that ho caft Artauafdes a 
Prince, leagued with the Romans, and taken 
by trecheric, into prifon, & diflionored him, 
with gyues and fetters, to the great infamie 
of the Romanes, that he was more familiar 
with Cleopatra then became an honeft man,’ 
that he had beftowed too great giftes ypon 
her, that hehad called Casfarsfurmifed ba- 
ftard begotten oFCleopatra,C 9 farioii,to the 
great difgrace of that houte. Thefe things 
priuately by letters and publikely by melTen- 
c> ^ ]j(ij r( a gers 5 were mentioned bymutuallobie&ion. 
dcthrhctc Csefor afterward did readc Antonius his tc- 
m,A ntonius, ftament in the open Senate, which came to 
his hands by this mean'e. Ccrtaine fouldiers 
which did flic fro Antonius to him, told him 
that i||authentike will or teftament of M. 
Antonius, did remaine inthccuftodie ofthe 
Virgins veftall* ofwhomCasfardidobtaine 
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it, the tenor and forme whereof was thus. 

I M. Antonius one ofthe three dates of 
Rome, and-the fonne of M. Antonius, do by nm. 
this my laft will and teftament make and or- 
daine Philadelphus & Alexander my fonnes 
by Cleopatra,the heires of all my wealth and 
fubftance, which I had by defeent from M. 
Antonius my father $ but with this claufc,and 
vpon this condition, that if I die in Rome or 
elfewhere, they (hall folcmncly conuey my 
bodie to Alexandria in /Egypt, and beftow it 
there in a marble fcpulcher,which by this my 
will fhall be made for my fclfe and Cleopatra 
the Queene of /Egypt.But if they faile ofthis 
or do otherwife, without lawfull or vrgent 
caufe,then I will that all thefe things which I 
leauc vnto rhy aforefaid fons, bcconuertcd 
to the vfe & behoofe ofthe Nuns ofVefta, & 
my ghoft lhal implore the affiftace of the Po- 
tifex-Maximus, &the priefts oflupitcr which 
are in thcCapitol,tp folicit the fpirits ofven- 
geancetopunifti thevmhankfulncflc of my 
fon$,6uhenIordaine&wil,thatthePontifex 
Maximus (hall caufc my bodie to be repofed 
in a conuenicnt fepulcher > within the walles 

Ce 
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ofthiscitic,and I will alfo that as many bond: 
flaucs as be now in my power,(hall prefently 
after my death be manumitted & made free 
by thePmor $ and to euerie of my other fer- 
UantsI bequeath a Seftcrcian, & a mourning 
garment. Laftly, I do pronounce by this my 
lafl: will and teftament, thatCsefarion thefon " 
of Cleopatra, is the true ,certaine, and vn- 
doubted fbnnc ofC.Iulius Ceefar. And to the 
aforcfaidCleopatra,I giue all my wealth and 
treafurc, that l haue gained, purchafcd and 
atchieued either in-warre or in peace. Done 
by me M.Antonius vj. kal.Iul. Ap. Claudius, 
C.NorbatiusCoff. 

When the people of Rome had heard 
the purport of this teftament, they thought 
that Antonius his drift, was to giue Rome to 
Cleopatra, for a fpcciallfauour, for which 
caufe they wercmaruelloufly moued againft 
Antonius. Gae r ar did bchaue him felfe in this 
matter very wifely and warily, for in wordes 
he prsetended warre againft Cleopatra only, 
andcaufcd it to be proclaimed by the heralr, 
that the /Egyptian Queenc did intend the 
fuppreffing of the Romanes, That was done 
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by Gasfar,to the end that he might auoy d the 
hatred of manie noble men , who did rather 
affed Antonius then him. But whe Antonius 
for the loue ol Cleopatra wold neither come 

into the citie to render account of his doings, 
nor depofe his Triumuiracie,butwas wholly 
bufted in preparing warre againft Italic,Gas- 
far did furnilli himfelfe as well for fea as for 
land: he therefore gathered manic fouldiers 
out of Spaine, Fraunce, Lybia, Sardinia, and 
Sicilia. Antonius likewifc did make an armie 
of Afians,Thracians, Macedonians,Graecias, 
/Egyptians and Cyrenians. And in the yeare 
following C. Cedar and M. Meffalla being 
Confuls, Antonius and Cleopatra at Adium 
a promontorie of Epirus, encountred Ceefar, 
who hauing profperous fucccfte in many bat¬ 
tels againft them, as well on fea as on land, 
they being at length oucrcome fled to Alex¬ 
andria in digypt. Casfar did facrifice all the O&auiusCa: 
pinaftes which he had taken in warre, to A- a iithe L>iana- 
pollo , who was worftiipped at Adium, as a fcs 10 A r oll °* 
monument ofthankfulneffe for his vidorie, 
and did alfo inftitute a fiue yeres folemnitie, 
which was called the folemnitie of Adium,

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befidcs this he built a fair e temple to Apollo* 
oftauiu* and in the place where his tents were pitched 
cojSi? W ‘* he founded a great city called Nicopoljs,the 
citieofvidorie. Afinius Polliodid ftill prae- 
ferue the auncient amitie that was betwixt 
himartdM. Antonius, forwhenCsefarathis 
departing from Romc,requedcd him that he 
would ioyne with him , in his warres againft 
Antonins, he made this anfwer;The benefites 
bfAntoniustowardsme, will not permit me 
to be an cncmie vnto him, and my merites at 
the hands of Antonius be farre othcrwifc,the 
that Antonius lliould be an enemie vnto me, 
wherefore leaning both and leaning to tier 
ther,I wildayhcreinItalie,andbethefpoilc 
of the conqueror. Csefar did afterward be- 
fiege Antonius & Cleopatra at Alexandria, 
where Antonius being in a mod defperatc 
plight, being in no poflibilitic to recouer C 9 - 
fars fauour,and hearing by a falfc rumor,that 
Cleopatra was fiainc, did fuddenly flab him- 
felfe. CxCar tooke Alexandria , and with it 
CicOpatra, but becaufeibe would not grace 
Cleopatra O&auius fo much as to be led in triumph by 
him, flic put Afpes to her breads, and was by 
- ’ them 
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them done to death, though her keeper had 
- pr^cife charge to.looke carefully vnto her. 

iEgyptwas then brought by Casfar into the , 
i forme of a prouince, and hauing made Cor¬ 

nelius G alius Pisefident there, he came to 
Rome,where he had a triple triumph,the one 
of Dalmatia, which he brought to conformi- 
tie after his warre finilbcd againd Sex.Pom- 
peius,the other of A 6 lium,the third of Alex¬ 
andria. When C^far with the great applaufe 
and gratulation of the Romanes had pacified 
the whole prsecinft of the world, and for that 
caufc had Ihutthe temple of Ianus the third 
time, and an augurie of fafetie was celebra¬ 
ted., which two things were neuer done but 
when the whole Empire was in quietnc(fe,he 
purpofed to depofc the Empiric , & to bring 
the common-weale to a good & perfect com- 
ditution.ro depofe the Empiric,M.Agrippa 
did perfwade him, but M^nas did diffwade 
him,whofc opinion he yeelded vnto.V Vher- 
fore endeuoringby law toconfirmcthe Em¬ 
piric,and to win the fauour and good ^dima- 
tionas well of the Nobles and Senators, as 
ofthe people, he burnt all the letters which 

Cc 3 
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the citizens that were then in Rome or out 
of Rome had writte to Antonius ^ left any S e- 
Dator who did follow Antonius his faction, 
ftiouldthiiike himfclfe to be hated ofCaefar 
for that caufc, & fo ftiotild attempt fomc mif- 
chiefe againft him:hc relceued the common 
ftocke , which was greatly wafted by ciuill 
warres, with his owne priuate wea!th,& them 
that were indebted to the common treafurie, 
the billesofdebt being burnt with his owne 
handes, he did free from the daunger ofthe 
rolic. And whereas many things were done, 
in the tumults and feditionsof the citizens, 
againft law and cuftomc by Lepidus and An¬ 
tonius, he did repeale them by an Edi&, and 
made his fixth Confulfhip,which he then en- 
ioyed tobethc death-day ofthefe lawesjby 
which meanes when he had worthily drawne 
vnto him the hearts of the people, yet in one 
thing he pleafcd them aboue the reft, which 
was done rather ofpollicic the ofplaine mea¬ 
ning : for hauing Tingled out a great number 
of Senators, whofeloue toward him was fpe- 
• dally approuedjin a very frequent Senate,he 
did offer to furrender the Empire into the 

hands 
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hands ofthe Senators and people. But fomc 
ofthe Senators, becaufe they fufpc&ed that 
his wordcs differed from his meaning, Tome 
becaufe they did feare greater daunger by a 
popular eftate,others bccaufe they feared his 
difplcafure, ifthey Ihould agree vnto it, they 
did with one voice refufc the offer, and ioyr- 
ned in earneft Tute and humble petition vnto 
him,that he would be the Tole goUernour and 
abfolutc EmperourofRome, and for that 
caufethey did decree that the ftiped ofthofe 
who did guard his perfon ftiould be doubled, 
that he might be in more fafetie by that 
meane,both to his friends and tothecomon- , 
weale. V Vhen by the franke affent of the Se¬ 
nate and people, he had thus,not confirmed 
the auncient Empiric , but in deed created a 
new Monarchic, that he might feeme popu¬ 
lar, he was content to charge him fclfe with 
the weightie affaires ofthe Empire : but the 
authorise and dignitie thereof he did comu- 
nicate with the people : and therefore vnto 
the Senate and people he did allot Numidia, 

. Afia, Graecia* Epirus, Dalmatia,Macedonia, 
Sicilia,Creta,Cyrene,Bythinia,Pontus,Sar- 
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' dim* and Hifpania Betica: which were the 
more peaceable and quiet countries.To him 
felfe he tooke the other parts of Spaine, .and 
all Frauncej Narbonenfis, lugdunenli$,A*: 
quitanicaCeltica, likewife Germania, Coe? 
lofyiia, Phoenicia >Cyprus and $gypt, And 
that he might void out of their minds all fuf- 
p jtion of Monarchic, the fiipreme authoritic 
that was afligned to him he didpnly reftraine 
totCpyerescontinuancc.The Romanes did 
' bellow diuerfe honors vpon Csefar, planting 
eforc the doore of his Court a Bay tree, on 
ic top whereof they fet a wreath of oaken 
boughs , fignifyingthat he was the man that 
had both ouercome their enemies, and fet 
their citie in fafetie. They decreed alfo that 
his Court Ihould be called a Pallace, fo that 
in what region focucr the Romane Hmpcror 
did loipurncjhis Court was called a Pallace, 
and that-he ihould be called Augullus. For 
when many would ,hauc adorned him with 
dome title ofexcellencie, Caelar had a great 
defire to be called Romulus fecundus, but 
becaufc that did referable too much the title 
pfa king, he was content to be called Augu- 
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flus, that is, maicfticall or diuine. Thus had 
Cxfarthe power of a king the ftile only fore* 
prifedi In him all the dignities and magiftra- 
ciesdid meCte,he was foie Conful, in deter 
mining iudicially ofpublike affaires,(ole Pa* 
tifex/orhe had that fpcciall title,folc Cenfor 
in taxing the Romanes by poales, and fining 
them for faults, foie Tribune,' in abrogating 
thefelawes& voiding thefe a&s which were 
made and done by other magiftrates: which 
though in Chew they were manic, yet in deed 
there was now but one Magiftrate in Rome, 
one Emperour,bne Augullus 5 but thele ho¬ 
nors did not warrant jCsefars quietnclfe, for 
he was endangered by many trecheries, and 
being thereby toofeuerein punilhing both 
the worthie and vnworthic,vpon fulpition & 
furmife without anie formall proceeding a- 
gainftthem, he did indeed minifter oile vnto 
the flame of their malice. AmongR the reft 
Cn.Cornelius, whofe grandfather was Cn. 
Pompeius Magnus, did with his complices 
imagine and confpire the death of Augullus, 
whom C§far would not put to death,becaulc 
he thought by that meanc, he Ihould gaine

hogreatfePuriiic, neither would he dcliuer 
thein ffonvimprifonment, left others might 
tike courage & counfcll 1 6 attempt the like. 
With this doubt & perplexitie he was grie- 
uoufly troubled,• and cares did torment his 
mind both in the night and in the day time $ 
wherefore walking alone in his garden, and 
milling what to do, Liuia the Empreffe came 
vntbhim, and prayed him of all fifties to re- 
Ueale vnto her, whatgriefe had encroched 
vpon his heart, and what was the caufe of his 
vnufuail duitlpes , to whom Cxfar made this 
<c anfwcr. Can any man, Liuia, beofa calme 
«itrtd contented mind,againft%hom on euery 
« fide are laydthe fnares oftreafon? Seeft tliouv 
« not how manic doe befiege my quietneffc, 
« Whom the punifhment of condemned per- 
cc fotls doth hot only notdeterre,btit J as iftherc 
« wcrefoinc hope of reward, others rufhdcfi 
« peratly forward to vnlawfull attempts. Liuia 
« when me heard this,, did thus reply. It is no 
cc matucljtnyL ord,iIyou be befet with dagers, 
« partly becaufe you are a man, and therefore 
a borne tocimltic , partly an Errtperour, by 
«\v1iofcauthoricie, becaufe nibnie arc put to 
*" / .' . • • death, 
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' -dead*;, many that Jiue do conceiuphatreda- „ 
gainft you; for.a Prince canot only not pleafe >, 
all) but though he gouerne in mod orderly „ 

,and peac eable maher,it cannot be pt h erwife, >, 
buthe fhould haue many foes. For there be „ 
not fo many iuft as iniurious,whofe humours ,> 
can neuer be fatisfied, & they which be of the » 
better fort do aime at great matter s, which „ 
becaufe they can not obtaine, and becaufe „

contentment , and for that caufe they are of-,, 
fended with their Princc.Butthedangei vnto „
